towards  the  winning  of  the  ACAL  championship. 
You  gave  generously  to  the  war  chest  and  Junior 
Red  Cross.  By  your  spirit  and  cooperation  you  made 
this  term  a  very  successful  one.  In  plain  language  this 
means  "nice  going." 

It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  and  an  honor  to  serve 
you  as  president.  The  best  of  luck  to  all  of  you  in  the 
years  to  come.

On  a  rain-swept  field  Berkeley  scored  its  first 
league  triumph  over  Alameda  20-0. 

Opening  up  in  the  second  half  with  an  offense 
that  was  reminiscent  of  last  year's  powerhouse,  the 
Yellow  Jackets  kept  the  Alameda  team  in  hot  water 
all  through  the  game. 

Bud  Stone  was  outstanding  both  offensively  and 
defensively,  scoring  two  touchdowns.  Fred  Xavier 
also  broke  into  the  scoring  column  by  intercepting 
a  pass  and  going  27  yards  to  score. 

This  game  was  the  start  of  a  season  that  was 
unique,  as  the  A.C.A.L.  champions  were  forced  to 
play  their  best  brand  of  ball  at  all  times.

In  the  first  real  test  of  the  season,  Berkeley  stopped 
both  hiayward  and  its  star  runner,  Gene  Barbier,  6-0 
to  continue  undefeated  in  A.C.A.L.  play. 

The  muddy  field  gave  the  Yellow  Jackets  the  ad- 
vantage.
